244,350,000 of whom are employed, per 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics — just two 
can be Super Bowl coaches at a time. Only 
one in every 63,476 Americans is a 
Harbaugh. The odds of one landing the 
elusive position of Super Bowl coach — 
and then having it happen again — are 
about 1 in 4 billion. When restricted just to 
working Americans, the two Harbaughs’ 
odds improve to 1 in 2.5 billion.

he problem with Super Bowl halftime 
shows Is that they have to appeal to a 
wide base.

The special teams’ players 
had selected those songs as anthems for the 
respective units. 

“That’s why we invited them to perform the 
songs live for those times in the [Green Bay] 
game,” says 49ers sookesman Bob Lange. Be- 
fore every 49ers kickoff, 2Chainz took the 
stage, on a platform in front of the stands. Be- 
fore every 49ers kickoff return, Carson did the 
same. The live performances were the culmina- 
tion of a tradition of playing local music over

Poof. The ball had disappeared. And so 
had the magician. The audience looked 
around, stunned. 

Somehow, the magician materialized 
behind them. They flipped around and saw 
his back as sprinted away. They would not 
catch him. 

“Colin Kaepernick,” announcer Joe Buck 
declared, pausing in amazement, “fooled 
everybody!” 

It appeared to be a simple trick, nothing 
but a two-man con game for a 56-yard 
touchdown. 

The San Francisco 49ers were playing the 
Green Bay Packers in the NFC Divisional 
Championship. Winner got a shot at the Su- 
per Bowl. By the fourth quarter, the Packers

had become intimately familiar with Kaeper- 
nick’s sleight of hand. He’d pulled it on them 
several times now. So the defense must have 
been prepared when the 49ers ran the disap- 
pearing-ball trick one more time. Again, Kae- 
pernick shoved the football into running back 
Frank Gore’s gut. As he trotted away, though, 
Packers linebacker Clay Matthews was wiser. 
He jumped out to cut off Kaepernick; no 
blocker tried to stop him. He got within 6 feet 
of the quarterback. Matthews stared at him, 
measuring his movements, preparing 
to strike. 

Poof. The ball had disappeared once again. 

Matthews, in a panic, did a triple take, his 
head on a swivel. He turned back to look at 
Gore, whose hands were empty. Matthews 





completed a full pirouette before he realized 
that Kaepernick had had the ball the whole 
time. But by now the QB was downfield, 
cruising to the sidelines for an 18-yard gain. 

“Clay Matthews, one of the game’s 
best linebackers, was completely fooled 
by that fake by Kaepernick,” Buck gushed. 
“Matthews is completely spun around 
by Kaepernick!” 

It was Kaepernick’s final run of the game, 
giving him a total of 181 rushing yards, more 
than any NFL quarterback had ever compiled 
in asingle game. 

“That’s some of the best quarterbacking 
I have ever seen,” declared Fox analyst and 
Hall of Fame quarterback Terry Bradshaw 
after the 49ers’ 45-31 victory. >> 08

“We’re gonna look back 10 years from now 
and say that this was the point where quar- 
terback evaluation in the NFL changed,” 
added Howie Long, the Hall of Fame defen- 
sive end sitting next to Bradshaw on the post- 
game show. 

Kaepernick’s performance is both the 
product of and the spark for changes that 
resonate beyond NFL playbooks. After all, 
the quarterback is the most important posi- 
tion in America’s most popular pastime. The 
quarterback embodies traits we most ad- 
mire: leadership, intelligence, toughness, 
courage, poise under pressure. The quarter- 
back is the All-American, the homecoming 
king, the franchise savior, the smile on the 
cover of GQ. He calls the plays and takes the 
blame. He stands still as 300-pound oppo- 
nents try to destroy him, deciphering the 
complex defense meant to deceive him be- 
fore making the final decision on where to 
send the football — all in a matter of seconds. 
So when what it means to be a quarterback 
changes, half a century of social conceptions 
changes with it. 

Quarterbacks who run as fast as Kaeper- 
nick are not supposed to throw as accurately 
as he does, and vice versa. Quarterbacks as 
physically gifted as Kaepernick are not sup- 
posed to mentally confound defenses as he 
does, and vice versa. The scary and exciting 
thing about Kaepernick’s signature perfor- 
mance in the biggest game of his career — 
only his eighth start in the league — is that it 
was not some glitch in the fabric of pro foot- 
ball. It was a nationally televised exclamation 
point in the defining story of the 2012 season: 
anew generation of young quarterbacks, 
with skills like Kaepernick’s, redefining 
the position. 

And two years ago, none of them were in 
the NFL. 

There is D.C’s Robert Griffin III, Seattle’s 
Russell Wilson, Carolina’s Cam Newton, and, 
presumably, unnamed others on their heels, 
rising through the amateur football ranks. 

“Watching the NFL this season and the 
playoffs so far, Iam convinced we are wit- 
nessing a seismic shift at the quarterback po- 
sition,” Fran Tarkenton, a legendary 
quarterback who was famous for his ability to 
evade defenders, wrote in an early January 
op-ed for the St. Paul, Minn., Pioneer Press. 
“They aren’t wide receivers or running backs 
thrust by accident or desperation into the role 
of quarterback. They are all dangerous pass- 
ers who just so happen to run like gazelles.” 

Leading his team to the Super Bowl, Kae- 
pernick has emerged at the top of his group, 
becoming the face of this shift. By revolu- 
tionizing a quarterback’s role in football, he 
challenges the underlying assumptions 
about the position. Kaepernick is not just the 
face of a changing sport, but the face of a 
changing America. 





f tthe most obvious level, Kaepernick has 
Hy changed quarterbacking through his 

8 Wathleticism. At achiseled 6-foot-5 and 
240 pounds, he is as big and strong as many of 
the linebackers trying to tackle him. He 
throws the ball with exceptional velocity — 
there is no official measurement, but it’s 
worth noting that as a high school pitcher he 
threw a 94 mph fastball. He runs a 4.43-sec- 


eed 


ond 40-yard dash, faster than many defensive 
backs who chase him in the open field, and he 
can accelerate to full speed within a few 
strides. On any given play, it’s a good bet that 
Kaepernick is the most physically impressive 
player on the field. 

It is these traits that most overwhelm de- 
fenses and astound spectators. These are the 
combination of talents that fill seats and 
highlight reels. So perhaps Kaepernick’s fun- 
damental deception is one of narrative. He is 
a transcendent athlete who is not defined by 
his athleticism. This has been the centerpiece 
of his story: We are told to look past what his 
body can do and instead focus on the quirky 
and intelligent mind beneath the helmet. 

As early as May 2011, amonth after the 
49ers selected Kaepernick in the second 
round of the NFL draft, San Francisco Chroni- 
cle columnist Scott Ostler’s story focused on 
the quarterback’s academic prowess and id- 
iosyncrasies: He has a pet tortoise named 
Sammy that now “weights more than 100 
pounds and eats the backyard”; he was a 
straight-A student in high school who never 
got in trouble, “as in: zero. No chewing-gum- 
in-class incidents, not a single tardy”; and 
“Dartmouth, Harvard, and Yale recruited 
him hard.”

play QB in the NFL. “Look,” Harris told her, 
“He’s a 4.3-GPA guy, from Wisconsin, witha 
pet tortoise. If you’re looking for a story about 
a player overcoming thug life, you’ve got the 
wrong guy.” 

As the researcher must have learned, 
Kaepernick strips away the stereotypes. 
This is most apparent when it comes to his 
race. Kaepernick’s race wouldn’t matter if he 
played any position in any sport other than 
quarterback. But being black and a quarter- 
back has traditionally come with a load 
of prejudice. 

Kaepernick is biracial — half-African 
American, half-European American. As an 
infant, he was adopted by a white family 
from Wisconsin. When he was 4, the family 
moved to Turlock, where Kaepernick’s 
classmates were almost exclusively white. 
He once asked his mother,“How come I’m 
brown?” As Teresa Kaepernick told USA To- 
day, she responded, “Yeah, that’s not fair, 
you’ve got that pretty brown color, and look

The morning of the Niners’ playoff game 
against the Packers, the Milwaukee Journal- 
Sentinel noted that “Drooling over his physi- 
cal tools somewhat cheapens the product” 
because “arguably his best attribute is 
his smarts.” 

“Don’t let the tattoos and everything fool 
you,” Brandon Harris, Kaepernick’s offensive 
coordinator at Pitman High School, told the 
paper. “This guy’s an intellectual.” 

Before Kaepernick’s rookie season, an 
ESPN researcher, looking for a story, headed 
out to Turlock to find out about this speedy, 
tattooed, adopted black kid who wanted to

at me, Mom looks like paste! You look 
great!” Freed from the constraints of family 
lineage and homogenous decent, his iden- 
tity was shaped by his own interests. He was 
a big Allen Iverson fan, so he wore braids. 
He inked his upper body, with Bible verses 
on his biceps because, as his father Rick ex- 
plained to the paper, “Colin’s a fairly reli- 
gious kid, but he’s not in your face about it.” 
He came of age at a time when race was, 
finally, no longer a barrier to playing quarter- 
back. When Kaepernick was born, in 1987, a 
black quarterback had never won the Heis- 
man Trophy and a black quarterback had 


never played in a Super Bowl. In 1991, before 
Kaepernick could grip a regulation football, 
Steve McNair, one of the top high school 
quarterbacks of his class, turned down schol- 
arship offers from powerhouses like Miami 
and Florida, because those schools wanted 
him to switch to defensive back. If he wanted 
to play quarterback in college, he had to sign 
on at asmaller school. So he ended up at Al- 
corn State, a historically black college in a di- 
vision lower than the programs we see on 
Saturday afternoon TV. 

It was acommon story. Gary Cobb, a for- 
mer Philadelphia Eagles linebacker, once 
noted that his youth league coach didn’t give 
him achance at quarterback because “black 
athletes weren’t looked at as cerebral athletes. 
They talked more about their athleticism.” 

Discussing big and fast quarterbacks like 
Kaepernick and Newton, Mike Farrell, a 
college football recruiting analyst for Rivals. 
com, says, “Twenty years ago, those guys 
might have been switched to tight end or 
wide receiver.” 

In those 20 years, though, a sea change 
hit football. In 1988, Doug Williams was 
named Super Bowl MVP. In 1989, Andre 
Ward won the Heisman Trophy. Charlie 
Ward won it in 1993. In the early 90s, War- 
ren Moon and Randall Cunningham were 
superstars. At the turn of the millennium, as 
Kaepernick was reaching puberty, McNair, 
Donovan McNabb, Michael Vick, and Dante 
Culpepper were among the best quarter- 
backs in the league. Over those decades, 
people watched those quarterbacks tearing 
up defenses every week on TV. Perceptions 
changed. Pop Warner and high school 
coaches were not hesitant to give the reins 
to their offense to a quarterback of color. 
“Let’s say people have become smarter, their 
coaching has expanded,” says Floyd Keith, a 
former college football coach and the direc- 
tor of Black Coaches and Administrators, a 
nonprofit dedicated to advancing minority 
participation in sports management posi- 
tions. “The successes of talented [minority] 
quarterbacks, that opened a lot of doors.” 

By the time Kaepernick enrolled at the 
University of Nevada-Reno, two generations 
of black quarterbacks had eroded decades of 
prejudice. But entrenched stereotypes crum- 
ble slowly. A few days after the Packers game, 
Kaepernick told reporters, “I feel like my 
whole life I’ve been categorized as a runner.” 
He’s certainly not the first. 

A 2010 study examining how Sports II- 
lustrated writers analyzed NFL draft pros- 
pects from 1998 to 2007 found that “black 
quarterbacks were primarily described 
with words and phrases that emphasized 
their physical gifts and lack of mental prow- 
ess,” while “white quarterbacks were de- 
scribed as less physically gifted, but more 
mentally prepared for the game and less 
likely to make mental errors.” A similar 
2008 study assessing draft coverage since 
1990 concluded that “draft experts buy into 
and perpetuate racial stereotypes about 
blacks,” and that “evaluations that have 
promoted the school of thought that black 
quarterbacks possess poor mental skills 
have caused many potential NFL black 
quarterbacks to drop past the first round, go 
un-drafted, switch positions, opt for the Ca- 
nadian Football League, or fall by the way- 
side altogether.” 


At the peak of his career, Donovan 
McNabb, one of the most accomplished quar- 
terbacks of his era, felt such an obligation to 
combat these stereotypes that he chose to 
run less often. “Everybody expects black 
quarterbacks to scramble,” he said. 

There is no better representation of race’s 
complicated relationship with sports than 
the term “black quarterback.” There are no 
“black pitchers” or “Mexican teachers” or 
“Chinese lawyers” or “Filipino accountants” 
— just pitchers, teaches, lawyers, accoun- 
tants. The term exists because it describes 
both a quarterback’s skin color and his style 
of play. Black quarterbacks, so the stereotype 
goes, are athletic, fleet-footed scramblers 
who can dart for the first down when there is 
nobody to throw to. 

Kaepernick highlights the absurdity of 
these conceptions. He became a “runner” 
sort of by accident. In high school he was a 
skinny, fragile-looking kid, and rarely

scrambled. When he did, his coaches would 
scream “Get out of bounds!” His only major 
college scholarship offer came from Nevada 
— other schools were scared off both by his 
unorthodox throwing motion and by the 
chance that he would decide to play 
professional baseball. 

But Nevada’s head coach Chris Ault, as it 
happened, was developing a new offensive 
scheme called the “Pistol,” in which the quar- 
terback takes the snap from a few feet behind 
the center, and the running back lines up a 
few feet behind the quarterback. It’s an of- 
fense based on deception, where the quarter- 
back has the choice to hand the ball to the 
running back, run it himself, or drop back to 
pass. Kaepernick turned out to be a perfect 
fit. He became the only quarterback in NCAA 
history to throw for more than 10,000 yards 
and rush for more than 4,000 in a collegiate 
career. As Harris told the Chronicle, “We’d 
see him run at Nevada and ask each other, 
‘Did we miss something?” >> 010

When Jim Harbaugh named Kaepernick 
the 49ers’ starter in November, he recon- 
structed the offense around the quarter- 
back’s running ability, including installing the 
Pistol formation. Kaepernick had spent his 
college career mastering the set’s deceptive 
nuances. This was clear against the Packers. 
On many of those plays, when he took the 
snap, he eyed the defensive end. If the defen- 
sive end stepped out to tackle him, Kaeper- 
nick handed the ball to the running back and 
then accelerated toward the sideline, pre- 
tending he still had possession. If the defen- 
sive end lurched inside toward the running 
back, Kaepernick kept the ball. It was part 
chicken, part chess. 

This sleight of hand extended past the 
playing field. Kaepernick was presenting to 
us what we expected to see: an athletic black 
quarterback running around defenses, show- 
casing his “physical gifts.” But then it became 
something else. 

As he baffled defenders, a familiar truth 
materialized. Kaepernick’s success rested on 
the quarterback’s intellect, his ability to deci- 
pher the complex defense meant to deceive 
him before making the final decision on 
where to send the football — all in a matter of 
seconds. Old conceptions of what it means 
for a quarterback to run the ball — that run- 
ning somehow implied a lack of intelligence 
— were antiquated. Kaepernick revealed a 
false and silly dichotomy. Before he ever out- 
ran the defenders, he outsmarted them. 

It was the realization of McNabb’s dream. 
Whereas McNabb felt he had to stop running 
in order to escape stereotypes, Kaepernick’s 
running shredded them. He shattered the no- 
tion of “black quarterback” while doing what 
“black quarterbacks” are expected to do.

H .. prejudices not by avoiding the compo- 
‘“@ nents that generate the assumptions, but 
by embracing them. On Nov. 28, less than two 
weeks after Kaepernick made his first NFL 
start, a Sporting News columnist wrote that 
seeing a successful quarterback with tattoo 
sleeves covering his upper arms “must make 
the guys in San Quentin happy.” 

“NFL quarterback is the ultimate position 
of influence and responsibility,” David Whit- 
ley wrote. “He is the CEO ofa high-profile 
organization, and you don’t want your CEO 
to look like he just got paroled.” 

That Sunday, after the 49ers beat the 
Miami Dolphins, a fan Tweeted a photo of 
Kaepernick kissing his bicep after a 50-yard 
touchdown run. Kaepernick (as @Kaeper- 
nick7) retweeted an image with a photo- 
shopped headline: “Score a touchdown. 

Kiss your tattoo! #Kaepernicking.” In the 
Tweet’s message, he wrote “Love my tats, 
even if you don’t.” 

An Internet meme was born. Across the 
globe, images of people kissing their biceps 
beside “#Kaepernicking” popped up. 
Kaepernick himself played along with the 
trend he created. After the Packers game, he 
posted a photo to his Instagram account 
showing him kissing his bicep. He wore a red 
shirt with a message: “Kaepernicking.” Just 
as he toyed with the role of the quarterback, 
so too with the idea of celebrity, breaking 
through the fourth wall that detaches the 








spectators from the actors, teasing the notion 
of his own mythology. 

It is aself-awareness that makes narrative- 
building uncomfortable. Sports are all about 
narratives, with characters, drama, and con- 
flict. Boiled down, sports are the intersection 
of statistics and physics, but at the center of 
that intersection are the players. People at 
their rawest, most uninhibited state — in the 
fire of competition, tested and measured 
against an adversary. We see them laugh, 
shout with joy, fight, rage, panic, choke, cry. 
We form emotional bonds with them. We un- 
derstand that we don’t really know them, of 
course. All we have are bits, anecdotes and in- 
terviews, which we fit together and interpret 
into stories — Horatio Alger tales of upward 
mobility, perseverance through obstacles, 
young men achieving dreams.

Against the Green Bay Packers earlier this 
month, Colin Kaepernick showed why he 
represents the changing faces of the NFL 
and America. 


After the Sporting News column about his 
tattoos was published, the backlash came 
swiftly. The writer was “savaged on the Inter- 
net and called a racist,” as the San Jose Mer- 
cury News reported. USA Today ran a story 
headlined “Tattoos but a fraction of Colin 
Kaepernick’s story.” Yahoo! Sports reasoned 
that Kaepernick’s parents were “justifiably 
annoyed by [the] hack article.” A Fox Sports 
story considered whether Kaepernick was 
“painted as a bad guy over tattoos.” Sporting 
News’ editor published a column explaining 
that his writer’s sentiments stemmed from 
innocent generational tastes rather than

Naturally, to fill the holes within the 
narratives, we use only what we have: 
assumptions and social conventions we’ve 
built up over the course of generations. We 
extrapolate from sign posts. Tattoos, race, 
playing style, the clothing an athlete wears in 
a post-game press conference, and so on. (All 
the details about Kaepernick in this story are 
bits.) Minuscule slices of an entire life, 
formed into a narrative arc that attempts to 
give meaning to aman most of us will 
never meet. 

Kaepernick, better than most, must un- 
derstand the flaws in the assumptions that 
glue narratives together. His narrative is one 
that strays from sign posts — If you’re looking 
for a story about a player overcoming thug 
life, you’ve got the wrong guy ... Drooling over 
his physical tools somewhat cheapens the 
product... Don’t let the tattoos and everything 
fool you... 

His narrative is about the fallacy of 
narrative. 





malice. News stories tracked down the artist 
behind the quarterback’s tattoos, noting that 
his business had been “booming.” 

Instantly, Kaepernick had changed from 
one writer’s symbol of America’s degener- 
ate youth to a figure of America’s progres- 
sion, a symbol of how we live in a country 
where outward appearance is not a mea- 
sure of a person’s ability to lead. It was a se- 
rious cultural debate that we made sure to 
take seriously. 

To the man at the center of the discourse, 
though, it was just another absurd conception 
to dress down. To tweet about. To mold into 
satire. As we gathered, hollering and holding 
pitchforks, around the columnist, Kaepernick 
was sitting in the tree above us, winking. 


@ don’t want to be categorized,” Kaepernick 
! told reporters in the week before the 
49ers’ NFC Championship game against 
the Atlanta Falcons. He meant this within the 
context of his abilities as a quarterback. So 


it’s important to tidy one thing up: He is not 
just “arunner.” He made that clear against 
the Packers. 

In between running for more yards than 
any NFL quarterback, Kaepernick zipped 
the ball around with Joe Montana accuracy. 
He rifled a touchdown pass through a prison- 
cell-sized window between two converging 
defenders, a 20-yard jet stream that would 
have hit the receiver in the head had he not 
put up his hands: “That was a perfect throw,” 
said color commentator and former 
quarterback Troy Aikman. He launched a 
parabolic dime that arced 40 yards into his 
sprinting receiver’s palms, centimeters over 
the defender’s outstretched fingers. “Colin 
Kaepernick couldn’t walk it down the field 
and hand it to him any better than that,” said 
announcer Buck. 

By redefining the limits of a quarterback’s 
skill set, Kaepernick effectively hit a reset 
button on the popular idea of what a quarter- 
back looks like. The biracial brown kid with 
tattoos on his arms and a funny name is now 
the face of leadership, intelligence, tough- 
ness, courage, poise under pressure. 

In the lead-up to the NFC Championship 
game, the talk of the sports world was over 
how the Falcons defense would try to 
contain Kaepernick’s running ability. 
Experts analyzed how the Falcons had 
defended other athletic quarterbacks like 
Newton and Wilson. The Chronicle ran a 
feature contrasting the styles of Kaepernick 
and Falcons QB Matt Ryan, “the prototypical 
drop-back passer: tall, strong, and perfectly 
content to stand in the pocket and fire passes 
downfield.” 

Ryan’s Falcons surged to a 17-0 lead. No 
team had overcome such a deficit to reach 
the Super Bowl. But then, as the defense 
keyed on the 49ers’ running attack, Kaeper- 
nick orchestrated one of the greatest come- 
backs in playoff history with his arm, 
anticipating over and over again the moment 
a receiver would turn up open within the 
chaotic muddle of the defense. 

The game’s turning point occurred with 
eight minutes left in the fourth quarter. 
Down 21-24, Kaepernick’s squad was 9 yards 
from the end zone. Although Kaepernick had 
run just twice for a total of 23 yards, the de- 
fense remained vigilant. What better time for 
the stud QB to unleash his speed, the Falcons 
must have thought. 

There was the ball in his hands. He held 
it out for Gore to take it. The defenders had 
seen this one before, probably a million 
times in dark film rooms. They’d seen the 
trick in slow motion, from multiple angles. 
Falcons defensive end John Abraham leaped 
outside to stop Kaepernick. He saw what 
happened to Clay Matthews. He wouldn’t 
make the same mistake. Wouldn’t look like a 
drunken fool, spinning in circles like that. 
Kaepernick accelerated toward him... 

But the ball had vanished. 

Gore had had it the whole time. He 
sprinted up the middle of the field, through 
the gap that opened up when Abraham 
jumped, scoring the game-winning touch- 
down and sending the 49ers to their first 
Super Bowl in 18 years. 

Kaepernick had, once again, fooled 
everybody.

The Collected Works is a brand-spanking- 
new theater company formed by Stanford and 
Berkeley alumni hellbent on bringing excep- 
tional, experimental performance to the West 
Coast theater scene. Together with the Per- 
formance Art Institute they present Princess 
Ivona, the 1935 absurdist comic play by Witold 
Gombrowicz. The story involves a silent, awk- 
ward young woman whose strangeness fasci- 
nates a prince to the point that he proposes to 
her, and is a brilliant and often hilarious ex- 
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amination of the role of power and desire. 
Other highlights include textile artist Latifa 
Medjdoub’s abstract knitted-fiber sculpture 
built on acomputerized loom, and local singer 
and string player Meredith Axelrod (The Get 
Happy String Band), who performs old Amer- 
ican songs from the’20s and ’30s.

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Toward Three Dimensions 


Two plays dissect stereotypes new and old.

f you don’t know the trope behind the 

title of Manic Pixie Dream Girl, a 

world premiere by Katie May now at 

the Costume Shop, the play features a 

lengthy diatribe that both defines and 
contextualizes it. Porter Price (played by a 
winning Michael Barrett Austin) tells us it 
was first noted in 2007 by A.V. Club film 
critic Nathan Rabin: These girls, who are 
“quirky and adorable and [make] you mix- 
tapes and shit,” function as love interests 
for mopey men who need offbeat cheer. 
While it was roles like Natalie Portman’s in 
Garden State and Kirsten Dunst’s in Eliza- 
bethtown that inspired Rabin to coin the 
term, the phenomenon actually has a long 
history, says Porter, dating back to Diane 
Keaton in Annie Hall, Audrey Hepburn in 
Breakfast at Tiffany’s, and even some Kath- 
arine Hepburn roles. 

May’s play, directed by Jon Tracy, has an 
admirable goal: calling attention to the way 
women in contemporary film and drama 
do little more than activate serotonin pro- 
duction in their male counterparts. Unfor- 
tunately, her story is all too similar to the 
MPDG tragicomedies it purports to inter- 
rogate. Tallman (Joshua Roberts) isn’t just 
a brooder; he’s broke, recently dumped, 
and, worst of all, artistic. He paints in the 
style of graphic novels, and lives his life as 
if he’s the hero of one, complete with an 
origin story and nemeses in the form of his 
ex (Liz Anderson) and her new main 
squeeze (Lucas Hatton). He romanticizes 
his artistry, his principles, and his muses, 
the latest of whom is Lilly (Lyndsy Kail). 
This MPDG looks like a cross between “a 
ballerina” and “a librarian.”

his year’s Oscar bait isa chum of 
hopeful kids and wistful old 
folks, according to the crop of 
nominated shorts. Let’s go ahead 
and call ita genre, and call out its 
iffy habits: Good intentions exceed genuine 
tension, and character sympathy is stoked less 
by skilled dramatics than by the emotional 
residue of first-world-privilege guilt. 

To wit: the rather handsomely gritty Kabul 
of Buzkashi Boys, in which a blacksmith’s kid, 
spurred by his street-urchin pal, dreams of 
glory in the rough-and-tumble Afghan ver- 
sion of polo, played with a dead goat instead of 
a ball. Although produced through an NGO 
with an Afghan cast and crew, this is clearly 
an American director’s movie, and maybe the 
one nominee most yearning for Academy ap- 
proval. Whereas Asad, another tale of a kid 
facing down his fate, was made by an African, 
and feels more like a rough-edged fable. It’s 
set in a Somali seaside village, and described 
as a tribute to its cast, refugees all, who “lost 
their country, but not their sense of hope.” 

A micro-scale version of that same dy- 
namic occurs in Inocente, a warm but haunt- 
ing documentary profile of ahomeless San 
Diego teenager. Henry is the tender, fictive ac- 
count of an elderly musician grasping at the 
fading memories of his youth; San Francisco 
filmmaker Sari Gilman (interviewed at SF- 
Weekly.com) takes a group portrait of a Flor- 
ida retirement home in Kings Point. The 
former is touching; the latter, bracing. 

Some movieish entertainments do per- 
meate the social-consciousness cloud. In the 
steampunky French-Belgian concoction 
Death of a Shadow, we meet a lovelorn sol- 
dier (Matthias Schoenaerts) stuck in a pecu- 
liar photography gig: snapping the moments 
of other people’s deaths. With Curfew, about 
a down-and-out dude who babysits his 
niece, writer/director/star Shawn Chris- 
tensen shows a fluency in coolly calculated 
indie mannerism: the choice soundtrack, the 
bowling alley dance number, the chemistry

between pitiable fuck-up and precocious 
young foil. It’s a self-actualizing bid for Hol- 
lywood’s attention, and Christensen’s surety 
should carry him far. JONATHAN KIEFER 


Oscar Nominated Short Films: Animation 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Embarcadero. 
f the eight films included in 
this year’s Oscar program, 
only five are nominated for 
Best Animated Short Film; the 
other three were presumably 
added to bump the program up to feature 
length. But they’re high-quality filler, and no 
collection of shorts is ever entirely cohesive. 
If it were, it would be a feature film. 

Highlights of the nominated shorts in- 
clude the semi-obligatory Disney offering Pa- 
perman, a standard boy-stalks-big-eyed-girl 
story redeemed by a mix of traditional and 
computer animation in glorious black and 
white, and especially its urban setting, remi- 
niscent of the art deco Metropolis from Max 
Fleischer’s 1930s Superman cartoons. The 
narrative is predictable, but Paperman is a 
feast for fans of architecture porn. 

If the romantic fantasy of Paperman feels 
as though it could be set ina new corner of the 
The Incredibles’s city, then the non-Disney 
stop-motion Head Over Heels is a cubist take 
on Up. Indeed, Head Over Heels achieves the 
seemingly impossible feat of doing something 
new with the concept of “old people in a float- 
ing house.” It also works as a thematic sequel 
to Paperman, catching up with a once-happy 
couple decades after the thrill is gone, when 
gravity is literally pulling them in opposite di- 
rections. The short has a strong sense of mel- 
ancholy and heartbreak, and certain aerial 
shots manage a dizzying sense of scale. 

The real discovery of the batch may be 
Fresh Guacamole, a short-short which ex- 
pertly replicates the style of Czech surrealist 
Jan Svankmajer: the use of real-life objects in 
stop-motion, Foley sounds cranked up to 11, 
and an obsession with eating inedible things. 
Fresh Guacamole never quite reaches the level 
of existential horror found in Svankmajer’s 
work, but throughout its two-minute running 
time, there’s still that giddy fear that things are 
not right, and things might get far less right at 
any moment. SHERILYN CONNELLY

Sound City Thank god this documentary on the 
venerated SoCal recording studio wasn’t made by 
some douchey rock snob witha boring retro-gear 
fetish, but instead by lovable Foo Fighter Dave 
Grohl, who with Nirvana recorded Nevermind 
there and has been grateful ever since. Grohl 
is no Luddite, but to him Sound City stood for a 
very special kind of pre-digital magic. Carrying us 
through the studio’s cycles of near-obsolescence 
and revitalization by recurrent new waves of 
analog appreciation, he has great fun sweeping 
through the historic parade of latter-day rock 
royalty whose hit records came out of the place. 
He also burrows cozily into Sound City lore, like 
the purgatory of countless takes required to bring 
forth Tom Petty’s “Refugee,” or the kismet by 
which young unknowns Lindsay Buckingham and 
Stevie Nicks happened to catch Mick Fleetwood’s 
ear. Grohl also does a good job of filling out his 
movie with studio personnel and other supporting 
characters, not least a custom mixing console that 
when new cost about twice as much as its owner’s 
house. (Now, we learn, the board lives in Grohl’s 
own Studio 606, whose forthcoming projects 
include an album full of Sound City all-stars.) 
This is a warm and winning tribute — entirely 
forgivable for lingering too long, like aband that 
keeps playing encores because with a groove this 
good, who’d want to go home? (J.K.) 

Stand Up Guys Right out of the gate (dig that 
opening title font!), it’s clear that director Fisher 
Stevens wants Stand Up Guys to evoke crime films 
of the 1970s, particularly the “aging hoods con- 
template their mortality” genre exemplified by 
The Friends of Eddie 
Coyle. And in spite 
of the distractingly « a 
crisp and grain-free fons 
digital cinematog- 
raphy, he succeeds 
by focusing less on 
plot and incident and more on studying the main 
characters, Val (Al Pacino) and Doc (Christopher 
Walken). Val has just been released from a long 
stretch in prison, and his old compatriot Doc is 
under orders from boss Claphands (the always- 
welcome Mark Margolis) to kill Val by the next 
morning. They have a few adventures during the 
course of the long night, including picking up their 
third partner Hirsch (Alan Arkin) for ajoyrideina 
stolen car, but the focus always returns to Pacino 
and Walken’s relationship. Surprisingly, this is 
their first time starring together; their only other 
shared film was when their cameos weirded up 
the joint in Gigli. Pacino and Walken’s chemistry 
is even stronger than you might expect, enough 
to hope that they make more movies together — 
though it might be just as well if they don’t, since 
they got it right this time. (S.C.) 


ONGOING 


Hansel & Gretel: Witch Hunters Whatever else you 
can say about this movie, it has a thematic integ- 
rity other literary mashups lack. Jane Austen’s 
characters never encountered zombies or sea 
monsters, and Lincoln never battled vampires 
(probably!), but Hansel and Gretel totally killed 
a witch. So it has that going for it. Dead Snow 
director Tommy Wirkola’s Hansel & Gretel: Witch 
Hunters clearly intends to be a goofy, anachronistic 
lark, and some of the more self-aware comedic 
moments (such as the first encounter with a 
fanboy) might work well as standalone SNL 
sketches, which probably has a lot to do with 
the presence of Will Ferrell and Adam McKay 
as producers. But for a movie which just wants 
to have fun, the leads take it too seriously. The 
usually reliable Jeremy Renner never works up the 
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gusto his smartass Hansel requires, and Gemma 
Arterton’s Gretel just seems bored. Her strong 
resemblance to Cobie Smulders makes it easy 
to imagine how much more fun Smulders would 
have been in the role — and, for that matter, 
Renner has always looked like a toned Patton 
Oswalt. Hansel & Gretel: Witch Hunters, starring 
Patton Oswalt and Cobie Smulders? Oh, what 
might have been. In the meantime, for a much 
more satisfying cinematic riff on the fairy tale, 
check out Matthew Bright’s Freeway II: Confessions 
ofa Trickbaby. (Seriously.) (S.C.) 


In Another Country The comedy of misunderstand- 


ing is afoot in Hong Sang-soo’s misty beachfront 
divertissement, an improbably endearing three- 
way Isabelle Huppert vehicle. Framed as notes 
toward a film (scribbled on a legal pad and then 
twice revised), the actual film gamely riffs on its 
variable notion of Huppert as a Frenchwoman 
visiting Korea for a seaside stopover and becom- 
ing gently embroiled within the amusements 
of cultural and sexual tension. Being Huppert, 
she’s up for it; even in the possibly improvised 
— and possibly misfired — moments. And even 
two layers deep into non-native language, she 
can’t seem to strike a false note. Each of Hong’s 
leisurely, impish vignettes involves encounters 
with a friendly neighbor (Jung Yumi), a film 
director (Kwon Hyehyo) and his pregnant wife 
(Moon Sori), and a flirty lifeguard (Yu Junsang), 
with desperate defaults to broken-English pleas- 
antries and without resolution. Not quite letting 
us get a grip on the characters or their situations 
actually works to the film’s advantage: By inviting 
inquisitiveness, Hong’s recurrent motifs also 
affirm the pure aesthetic pleasures of pattern 
recognition. All three of these Hupperts go fora 
walk in search of a lighthouse, and intermittent 
illumination is available, if only in a knowingly 
silly game of minor neurotic upheavals. (J.K.) 


Parker A movie that fades from memory even as 


it’s happening, this latest take on Donald E. 
Westlake’s noir pulp novel The Hunter glumly 
implies that every generation gets the adaptation 
it deserves. There was the nonpareil Point Blank 
for Lee Marvin in 1967, the perfunctory Payback 
for Mel Gibson in 1999, and now this Jason 
Statham-Jennifer Lopez thing, the dull parade 
of asses kicked and 
ogled. A blank-slate 
brute but not a bad 
guy, Statham’s su- 
per thief finds himself 
double-crossed after 
a heist at the Ohio 
State Fair and bound for a jewel job in Palm 
Beach, Fla., where desperate divorcée realtor 
Lopez becomes his ally. His honor won’t allow a 
hookup — never mind that parental supervision 
from Nick Nolte on his side and Patti Lupone on 
hers seems a tad lax — but as regards the settling 
of scores you could say he’s bloody-minded, and 
the goon squad of fellow felons (Michael Chiklis, 
Wendell Pierce, Clifton Collins Jr.) doesn’t stand a 
chance. Other undernourished background roles 
include one for Bobby Cannavale, squandered 
as an unproductive Florida cop. Writer John J. 
McLaughlin and director Taylor Hackford seem 
to understand each other; the film chugs along 
under power of mutual resolve not to try very 
hard. Sometimes B-movie slumming can feel 
like liberation, but this one’s just a bore. (J.K.) 


Quartet For Dustin Hoffman’s directorial debut, 


Ronald Harwood adapts his own play about an 
English retirement home for esteemed musicians. 
The resulting quasi-farce gathers Billy Connolly, 
Tom Courtenay, Pauline Collins, and Maggie 
Smith in a mellow ensemble display of good 
acting and deconstructed diva-ego. A certain 
Hoffmanesque warmth and wiliness permeates 
the proceedings, and a sentimental affinity for 
the performer’s life, including the intangibles 
of grudging backstage whisper-gossip, broken- 
hearted reminiscences, and lamented lost minds 
and loves. There’s also a brief and surprisingly 
unembarrassing multigenerational dialogue on 
the common ground between opera and rap. 
More a comfort than a challenge, the movie has 
a sort of raggedness that might require some 
acclimation but also helps offset the canned 
quality of its getting-the-band-back-together 
scenario, a tense reunion for the home’s annual 
Verdi-venerating revue. The cast is rounded out 


by Michael Gambon as a pompous choirmaster 
and Sheridan Smith as a tolerant staff doctor, 
to whom Harwood and Hoffman’s all-inclusive 
fondness very easily extends. If you’re wanting 
an old-folks film and worried that Amour looks 
too posh or too heavy, this might be the one to 
catch instead. (J.K.)

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Noodling 
Around 


New ramen styles 
come to the Bay Area.

he Shinyokohama Ramen Mu- 
seum near Tokyo recognizes 26 
different regional varieties of 
ramen, yet most Americans are 
only familiar with one that isn’t 
on the list — the instant kind. Even in the 
Bay Area, where ramen shops are part of the 
restaurant tableau, most of us stick to a few 
populist choices like rich, porky tonkotsu or 
salty, chicken-based shoyu. A pair of re- 
cently opened ramen shops are changing 
that, bringing new styles and a novel ramen- 
making ethos to the Bay Area. 

Ramen Shop debuted a scant three weeks 
ago in Oakland’s Rockridge neighborhood, 
garnering rave reviews almost as soon as it 
started serving dinner. This isn’t a surprise: 
The small restaurant is helmed by three Chez 
Panisse alums who learned ramen-making in 
Japan. They’re taking an oh-so-California 
approach to the dish, incorporating local in- 
gredients with classical techniques to make a 
truly personal final product. 

The short menu changes every few days, 
but on one night the best bow] of soup was 
the tantanmen ramen, a voluptuous, spicy 
pork broth studded with tender hunks of 
spit-roasted pork, a shoyu-marinated egg, 
baby bok choy, and a shower of cilantro, 
which adds a bright green sparkiness to the 
bowl. Vegetarian miso ramen was also a sur- 
prising frontrunner — plenty of richness and 
no animal fat. Its miso-based broth was luxu- 
rious but light, and its ginger finish hummed 
on the taste buds. Noodles in both, made in- 
house of course, kept their chew and faint 
nuttiness throughout the entire meal. 

The biggest letdown of the bunch was 
Meyer lemon shoyu ramen. Its chicken- 
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FOCACCIA & CUCINA ITALIANA 
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based broth had a hit of intense lemon fla- 
vor, but didn’t have much depth other than 
saltiness — a decent bow] of soup, but noth- 


ing compared to the dazzle of the other two. 


Appetizers are smartly designed to be 
palate-whetters without spoiling the appe- 
tite for the soup ahead. A little gem salad 
with halibut tartare had an elegant avo- 
cado-sesame dressing; a plate of pickled, 
meaty king oyster mushrooms and daikon 
woke up the taste buds. Desserts follow the 
same playbook — they’re small and not too 
sweet, just what you want after a bow] of 
hearty soup. We especially loved the minia- 
ture kishu tangerines paired with tiny 
chocolate meringues. 

The decor is traditional-Japanese- 
ramen-shop-meets-hipster-restaurateur. A 
long, curved ramen bar displays the chefs 
stooped over steaming pots, but the room 
also has lots of reclaimed metal fixtures, 
rough-hewn wood, and sailcloth curtains. 
The bar up front doubles as a waiting area;

its mixology-driven cocktails are definitely 
ambitious, but their flavors never quite 
came together. Cocktails seem like strange 
bedfellows for ramen, anyway, which has so 
many complex flavors in its own right, you 
just want a straightforward beer. 


ver in the Outer Richmond, Men Oh 
Oo Ramen is also taking a personal ap- 

proach to ramen-making. This may 
seem hard to believe for a chain restaurant. 
Men Oh Ramen is the popular Japanese 
chain’s second location in the US. (the first 
is in Union City), and brings with it a certain 
stylized, inoffensive decor with lots of black 
and blond wood. 

The restaurant’s specialty is ramen from 

the owners’ home in the Tokushima Prefec- 
ture, aregion big on pig farming. The intense 


milky brown broth is made from long-boiled 
pork bones and soy sauce, and unlike other 
ramen styles, the soup is topped with slices 
of both pork and stir-fried pork belly. But the 
most distinctive element of Tokushima ra- 
men is the raw egg that accompanies the 
bow], which you crack into the broth and stir 
around. Unlike the half-boiled eggs that of- 
ten come in bowls of ramen, the egg here 
adds silkiness without too much weight. The 
thin, chewy noodles loosen up the longer 
they sit in the bowl — once you finish them, 
it’s traditional to ask for a side of rice to fin- 
ish sopping up the broth. 

Even more pork-forward than the 
Tokushima ramen is the shop’s take on 
tonkotsu ramen, with a fat-laden broth that 
hits you deep in the brain’s pleasure center. 
Order it instead of the spicy tonkotsu, which 
adds heat at the expense of depth of flavor 
(the same issue facing the miso ramen, rich 
but disappointingly one-note). 

The rest of the menu offers decent rendi- 
tions of bar snacks like gyoza and fried 
chicken — I wished the gyoza had less oil 
and more pork filling, and the fried chicken 
had acrispier skin, but they’re both dishes 
where mediocre versions are still satisfying. 

Will we all become experts in all 26 ra- 
men varieties over the next few years? Prob- 
ably not. But in Japan, every ramen chef has 
a personal interpretation of each regional 
style. It’s exciting that local chefs are start- 
ing to do the same.

aying the porchetta sandwich from Roli 
Roti is good is like saying puppies are 
cute or soda has bubbles. The sandwich, 
made since 2006, is responsible for those snak- 
ing lines at the Ferry Building stretching past 
Gott’s outdoor seating, and has ascended past 
the subjective analysis and into objective. If you 
like pork, the porchetta sandwich ($9.50, rotis- 
serie cooked porchetta, caramelized onions, 
cress) is delicious. Fact. 

The secret here Is the skin and the truck. The 
skin acts as a barrier, sealing in all the fat and

that comes out tender, almost braised. This is a 
feat almost impossible to accomplish in an oven, 
where there’s a high danger of overcooking the 
leaner meat without properly rendering the fat 
or crisping the skin. This is where the truck 
comes in: High BTUs and blazing large spits 
yield something exceptionally porky. In the pro- 
cess, the skin gets crisped to a luscious dark car- 
amel color, denser and richer than chicharrones, 
with a snap more like brittle than potato chips. 
The mahogany skin, glistening with fat, gets dis- 
tributed liberally, adding wonderfully salty pops 
of texture. 

It’s an accomplishment that owner Thomas 
Odermatt maintains better than anyone else, 
serving crisp skin with juicy meat in the 500 
or so sandwiches staff members told me they 
sell during lunch. 

If facing the always-long lunchtime line 
scares you, get there early and have the sand- 
wich for brunch. It’s porktastic at any time.

Historic Local Ale 
Comes Back to Life

ll right class, it’s time for a history les- 
A: Can anybody tell us which brew- 

ery is acknowledged as the first 
modern microbrewery in the United States? If 
you answered New Albion Brewing Company, 
you get an A. Does anybody know where the 
brewery was located? Yes, right in our back- 
yard in Sonoma! Go to the head of the class. 

Influenced by beers that he sampled while 
stationed abroad with the Navy, Jack McAu- 
liffe founded New Albion in 1976. After decid- 
ing that it was cost-prohibitive to open the 
operation in San Francisco (sounds about 
right), wine country was chosen for its reason- 
able start-up costs and local focus on quality 
food and beverages. Due to lackluster profits, 
the brewery had to close up shop in 1982. To- 
day it’s abundantly clear that the operation 
was well ahead of its time and, along with fel- 
low local outfit Anchor Brewing, planted the 
seeds for today’s booming craft beer industry. 
To put things in perspective, McAuliffe advised 
Ken Grossman when he was starting up Sierra 
Nevada Brewing way back in 1979. 

In the last couple years, McAuliffe has come 
out of the woodwork after decades away from 
the beer world. Seizing the opportunity to res- 
urrect a piece of history, Boston Beer Com- 
pany (of Sam Adams fame) partnered with 
McAuliffe to re-create his trailolazing New Al- 
bion Ale from the original recipe. Six-packs of 
the brew just hit shelves, complete with origi- 
nal label artwork. 

Thanks to the foresight of some scientific 
historians, the original New Albion yeast has 
been stored at a university since the brewery’s 
demise. At a launch event for the beer at the 
2012 Great American Beer Festival, Boston 
Beer’s Jim Koch likened the resurrection of the 
yeast to seeing the original columns of the 
Parthenon. (Speaking of which, the original 
signage from New Albion Brewing currently 
hangs above the bar at Russian River Brewing, 
signed by Mr. McAuliffe.) 

This simple pale ale was brewed with Cas- 
cade hops and a two-row malt blend. By to- 
day’s standards, the flavors in this beer aren’t 
going to change anybody’s world. But given 
the historical context, it’s more than worth- 
while to sample the brew that laid the founda- 
tion for the thousands of breweries that 
followed. The beer has a mild citrus floral qual- 
ity, with grassy and biscuity notes and a clean 
finish. In the barren landscape of domestic 
American beer in 1976, it must have been 
game-changing. 

When confronted with the enormity of to- 
day’s craft brewing culture, McAuliffe seemed a 
bit overwhelmed. Asked where he would like to 
see craft beer go in the future, he replied, 
“Closer to my house.” Given Boston Beer’s 
enormous distribution network, this beer is fi- 
nally available nationwide. Congratulations to 
Jack McAuliffe, and hats off to Boston Beer for 
resurrecting a Bay Area legend.

nside the anonymous, gray exterior of 

an Oakland recording studio, front- 

woman Greer McGettrick is fastidiously 

mixing the sophomore album by The 

Mallard, the band she started in 2011. 
Hunched over the massive mixing console, 
she listens intently, then adjusts, then listens 
some more. Eventually she breaks to discuss 
The Mallard in a studio isolation booth, 
where she slouches and sighs, clearly relish- 
ing the respite. “When you're too old to rock 
’r’ roll, you’re going to wish you had played 
every show like it was your last,” she says. The 
cliché arrives with arare smirk, but it also ex- 
plains the work ethic propelling The Mallard 
from a Central California kid’s dream to a 
consummate rock’n’ roll band. 

The Mallard’s debut album, Yes on Blood, 
appeared more than 10 months ago to little 
acclaim. An unnerving and oblique take on 
modern garage tempered with dark atonal- 
ity and restlessness, the album didn’t inspire 
the kind of concentrated Internet hype that 
helps many new bands launch their careers. 
It was released by John Dwyer, frontman of 
S.F. rock deans Thee Oh Sees, on his own 
small label, Castle Face. Few outside the lo- 
cal scene noticed. For a group with less de- 
termination, Yes on Blood’s initial reception 
might have been difficult to overcome. Yet 
The Mallard worked tirelessly throughout 
2012 to raise the album’s profile, winning 
acclaim from both local and national critics 
by the end of the year.

McGettrick is baffled by the sizable impact 
Yes on Blood went on to have.

Beginning around the time 
of Yes on Blood’s release, The Mallard began 
performing constantly. The group was then 
a trio, featuring a friend of McGettrick’s 
from Fresno named Dylan Tidyman-Jones 
as stand-up drummer and Dylan Edrich 
playing bass. (They were known as “boy 
Dylan” and “girl Dylan,” respectively.) Mc- 
Gettrick soon expanded the lineup to in- 
clude Miles Luttrell on a full drum kit and 
moved Tidyman-Jones to guitar duties. 

Leading a more balanced quartet, Mc- 
Gettrick displays a ferocious live confidence, 
a striking contrast with her early perfor- 
mances. “I would be completely nervous, 
throwing up before the set and not be able to 
look up on stage,” she says. “Now I can lose 
myself in the songs and time disappears. 
When I do that, my band can tell and [they] 
get lost as well.” 

McGettrick’s emboldened presence partly 
accounts for The Mallard’s arresting live 
shows. Recently headlining at the San Fran- 
cisco club Monarch, McGettrick and Tidy- 
man-Jones harmonized in haunting circular 
chants that spiraled into cataclysmic cli- 
maxes of dissonance and instrumental aban- 
don. The band settled into its skittish grooves 
and created a sense of impending terror. Mc- 
Gettrick situated her- 


local bands, but she is a vo- 
cal advocate of The Mallard. She attests to 
The Mallard’s development as a live act 
throughout the year. “She [McGettrick] 
started moving away from that garage sound 
and pushing herself into different realms of 
psychedelia,” Fortune says. “Now I think 
she’s a fucking genius.” 

The Mallard and its debut album reached 
more listeners than expected, but Mc- 
Gettrick is already plotting her next step. The 
Mallard’s sophomore full-length, due early 
this year on Castle Face, will be a stylistic de- 
parture from Yes on Blood. “I can already feel 
a garage backlash,” McGettrick says. “A lot of 
garage bands are changing their sound for 
their next albums.” The newer songs in The 
Mallard’s set indicate a move away from ga- 
rage rock toward the tension and moodiness 
of post-punk. McGettrick says this is in line 
with her creative will. “I want to change, and 
I feel like this next album is representative of 
what I actually want.”

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f | had some serious money and was visiting 
: this city, | would stay at the Clift Hotel. As soon 

as you walk into the place you just want to say, 
“Ooh la la, Sassoon!” It’s classy, and not in a Ritz 
Carlton way, but more in an old-money-but-with- 
hip-taste sort of way. You can tell the place has a 
certain je ne sais quo/ by the fact that you can 
scoot right past it on the 38L and not even notice 
it.

“You can get licensed as 
a Marriage counselor or psychologist without 
hearing the words ‘clitoris, ‘vibrator, or ‘amateur 
porn. So ‘How do| find a sex-positive therapist?’ 
is a very important question.” 

Klein advises you start by contacting the 
American Association of Sexuality Educators, 
Counselors, and Therapists (AASECT.org). “NON- 
ADDICT should look for a member in his area,” 
says Klein. “But the group is small, and not all of 
them will share his sexual values. Here’s what he 
should ask a potential therapist: ‘What are your 
sexual values?’ ‘How do you define healthy sexu- 
ality?’ ‘Are you comfortable talking about kinky 
sex?’ ‘Do you think monogamous, heterosexual, 
genitally oriented sex is ultimately better than 
other consensual arrangements?” The kind of 
sex-positive therapist you seek will answer 
straightforward questions like that over the phone 
before you make an appointment for a session. 
“And regardless of the answers, if you sense a 
professional is queasy talking about sex, move on 
to another candidate.” 

Klein says there are many ways to find a thera- 
pist. “Call his local Planned Parenthood or LGBT 
center, a gynecologist or urologist, or the person 
who teaches sexuality at his local university, or a 
local divorce lawyer” and ask for a referral, advises 
Klein. You could even call a priest. “Most clergy 
send their sexuality cases to one or two local ther- 
apists, some of whom are quite progressive.”

/ recently caught my boyfriend watching porn. We 
have talked about it before, and he said he didn’t 
watch it while he was ina relationship. But when | 
caught him there with his dick in his hand, | lost it. | 
have never felt so hurt or betrayed. This is my first 


serious relationship. | can’t get over how sick and 
sad | feel. Should | be as upset as | am? It was inter- 
active porn — it was like he was cybersexing with 
one of his ex-girlfriends. What should | do? 

SAD AND NAIVE 


Was your boyfriend having cybersex with an ex- 
girlfriend? Or did it only feel /ke he was? | would 
make a distinction, because while all porn consti- 
tutes a betrayal of the terms of your relationship, 
interacting with a stranger and, very likely, a pro- 
fessional online shouldn’t feel quite so threatening. 

Backing way the hell up: Your boyfriend 
shouldn't have lied to you, but you shouldn’t have 
been so naive as to believe him. If you can’t bring 
yourself to forgive him for lying — if you can’t put 
yourself in his shoes and try to understand why he 
might lie about this (Shame, fear, a desire to spare 
your feelings) — then this relationship is doomed. 
End it and find a new boyfriend. But when he tells 
you he doesn’t watch porn, you’re going to look at 
him and say, “Suuuuuure, you don't.” 

Ask your new boyfriend to be discreet and 
limit his porn consumption to an extent where 
you’re unlikely to uncover any evidence of it, as 
porn upsets you. If your new boyfriend manages 
to do that for you, SAD, if he’s considerate enough 
to cover his tracks, you should be considerate 
enough to turn a blind eye on those rare occasions 
when you do stumble over evidence that your 
new boyfriend watches porn — just like your old 
boyfriend did and all your future boyfriends will. 


/ ended a two-and-a-half-year relationship six 
months ago. My then-boyfriend packed up every- 
thing |owned and put it on the lawn — just like in 
the movies! The reason for this was that he hacked 
into my e-mail and read some very graphic letters 
about an affair I'd had in Mexico just weeks prior.

| had been living with friends to escape his anger 
problems and emotional abuse. | was stil! seeing 
him periodically and slept with him a couple times. 
(2) He wouldn’t go down on me. (3) When! tried to 
break up with him in the past, he threatened sul- 
cide. (4) He had many kinks and a history of cheat- 
ing, and he threatened that if / didn’t participate in 
gang bangs, he would find someone who would. 

/ didn't feel safe sexually or emotionally with 
him, and 1 found an evening of relief in Mexico 
while we were ona break. | felt energized, attrac- 
tive, and like | was dealing with a healthy adult. 
That was the catalyst that got me out of the rela- 
tionship on his terms, and / wouldn't do anything 
differently if | had a choice. Am /aCPOS? 

MY EX ISN’T COMPLETELY OBTUSE 


For new readers: A CPOS is a “cheating piece of 
shit,” someone who cheats on a partner without 
grounds. You are not a CPOS, MEXICO. You had 
grounds: You wanted out, tried to get out, but 
couldn’t get out because your ex essentially took 
himself hostage by threatening suicide (an abus- 
er’s tactic). Your infantile, manipulative, selfish ex 
wasn't allowing you to go peacefully. Getting 
caught cheating may not have been a conscious 
exit strategy, but it was a perfectly executed one.
